Henrico County Leads Off for Him as a

Richmond, Va., April 8.—(Special.)—The 
Cleveland men were defeated in the Henrico 
convention yesterday, and a full delegation of 
friends and admirers of Hill was elected to 
the state convention, which will meet at Rich- 
mond on May 19th. 

As between Cleveland and Hill the dele- 
gates certainly prefer Hill but they are un- 
instructed. _ : 

The convention was composed of good and 
true democrats. Many of them were amongst 
the leaders in the noble fight made a year 
ago, when Henrico was rescued from the re- 
publicans and put in the possession of the 
democrats.

APPROPRIATIONS FOR CHARITY. 


The Senate Passes the Grand Army Bill, 
but with a Rider Attached. 
Washington, April S8-The senate re- 
sumed consideration of the District of 
Columbia appropriation bill. The clause 
under consideration was that making an 
appropriation for the entertainment of the 
national_encampment of the Grand Army 
of the Republic next fall. The question 
was on Mr. Cockrell’s amendment to Mr. 
MecMillin’s substitute (appropriating $100,- 
000 for the purpose), and requiring the 
amount to be paid exclusively out of the 
revenues of the District of Columbia. 
After two hours’ debate, Mr. Cockrell’s 
amendment was lost. Yeas, 17; nays, 32. 
Mr. MeMillin’s substitute, appropriating, 
out of the treasury of the United States, 
$100,000 for subsistence and quarters for 
visiting old soldiers attending the encamp- 
ment, was agreed to.

The Little Sisters of the Poor, who went 
from door to door soliciting charity, were do- 
ing their duty; it was a grave question 
whether the senators were doing theirs. | 

Mr. Allison, replying to Mr. Vest’s argu- 
ment as to St. Joseph’s asylum, said that Sis- 
ter Euphrasia had been before the commit- 
tee «i appropriations and had made a good 
impression, pleading that because congress was 
giving largely to other charities St. Joseph's 
asylum was entitled to its share, but when 
the committee discovered that there was & 
large number of other charities equally meri- 
torious unprovided for, and that to provide 
for them all would add largely to the bill, the 
committee thought it had better leave them all 
off. He would, however, withdraw the point 
of order of Mr. Vest’s amendment.

Massachusetts Selects Delegates to the 
National Convention, 


BUT THEY WILL GO UNINSTRUCTED. 


While the Resolutions Recommend 
Ex-President Cleveland, 


THE DELEGATES ARE UNTRAMMELED. 


An Enthusiastic Meeting of Democrats of 
the Bay State Democracy. 
The Platform. 


Boston, April 8—The democratic state 
convention, for the choice of four delegates 
to the national convention at Chicago, met 
in Tremont temple this forenoon. 

Three different tickets were distributed 
throngh the hall. One bore the names of 
Patrick A. Collins, of Boston; John W. 
Corcoran, of Clinton; Albert C, Houston, 
of North Adams, and Johu E. Russell, of 
Leicester. Another had the names of Pat 
Collins, John W. Cummings,of Fall River; 
Alpheus B. Algier, of Cambridge, and 
Walter Cutts, of Pittsfield; and on the third 
were the names of John W. Corcoran and 
Messrs. Houghton, Cummings and Russell. 
The convention was called to order by 
Secretary Buckley, of the democratic com- 
mittee. On motion of Charles 8S. Hamlin, 
the chairman and secretary of the state 
committee were made temporary officers of 
the convention. Hon. John W. Cummings, 
of Fall River, was invited to a seat on the 
platform. Upon motion of a delegate, 
standing committees were appointed. In 
appointing the committee on resolutions, 
the convention, on motion of Hon. John E. 
Russell, voted that all resolutions offered 
should be referred to this committee witn- 
out debate. The committee on credentials 
reported that 323 towns and twenty-eight 
cities were represented by 1,931 delegates. 
Hon. Edward Avery, of Bramtree, was 
unanimously chosen as permanent chair- 
man. 

Mr. Avery, on taking the chair, addressed 
the convention at considerable length. He 
began by expressing the conviction that 
the coming election would take Massa- 
chusetts out of the column of doubtful 
states, and make it certainly democratic. 
— up the silver question, the speaker 
said: 

Mer? po reas chusetts democrat, in Boston or 
jas on, in convention 
haaltated ke express’ if "aa aee geod 
question. We are thank that the danger of 
the passage of a free silver coinage act seems 
for the present to be averted. Some of the 
votes which contributed to the result may 
have been given from pure patriotism, some 
from pure politics and sonre from pure satis- 
faction with the existing law. For one, I 
accept the result with gratitude and forego 
all criticism ef the motives. We are equally 
opposed go the existing law and the proposed 
law. The existing law is a republican meas- 
ure, and we hold the republican party respon- 
sible for its attendant evils. He declared 
that the national democratic party is for hon- 
est money—a currency of gold and silver— 
every dollar of which shall be of equal in- 
trinsic value all over the world. Until this 
policy is modified by another national con- 
vention, no man or set of men, in congress or 
out of congress, can commit the party to any 
other policy. i 

Discussing the effect of the McKinley tar- 
iff on New England industries Mr. Avery 
said: 

Success is a duty; hcw to secure it will be 
one of the problems submitted to the con- 
vention to which you tc day elect representa- 
tives of your state. The first great step is 
the adoption of sound principles and a dec- 
laration of policy to guide legislators and 
the executive. The nert duty will.se the se- 
lection of a candidate. 1 believe the candi- 
date should be as strong as the’ platform, 
and not merely that. but one who is so 
welded to his principles that he would en- 
counter defeat in their open support rather 
than insure success by discreet silence. I 
beleive that our candidrte should be a man 
of tried honesty, broed and comprehensive 
patriotism and undoubted courage; cool in 
action, deliberate in judgment and ready and 
willing, under all circumstances and at all 
hazards to do what he believes to be right. 
To such a-man the destinies of the great na- 
tion can be safely inirusted: to such a man 
I doubt not the delegates from Massachusetts 
will Fre their unalloyed votes, and such a 
man I believe the united ‘democracy will elect 
as the president of the United States. 

\).. Avery's address: was listened to with 
clé. attention. A eulogy of Governor 
Russell aroused the convention to real en- 
thusiasm. His utterances upon tariff re- 
form touched the popular chord, and were 
liberally applauded, but not with hearti- 
ness. When Mr. Avery said the next 
president must be a democrat, there was 
applause and shouts of “Cleveland.’’ Mr. 
Avery attempted to proceed, but cheers 
were demanded for Cleveland, and given 
with a will and a tiger. 

Then came a call for cheers for Hill. 
These were given,but with a liberal admix- 
ture of hisses. As Mr. Avery proceeded 
to draw the ideal candidate, the conven- 
tion was quick to recognize a portrait of 
Cleveland, and there were repeated cries 
of “Cleveland’’and loud.and continuous ap- 
plause. 

A platfofm was presented and read. It 
is a long document, but its substance on 
silver and tariff is fairly outlined in Chair- 
man Avery’s speech. The last two para- 
graphs are as follows: 

The democrats of Massachusetts desire 
again to place upon record their appreciation 
of and admiration for the last national demo- 
cratic administration. By its wise states- 
manship, fearless integrity and devotion to 
dutv it has justly earned and received the 
confidence and respect of all our people. 
We believe that the national convention to 
which we are to elect delegates should nomi- 
nate candidates whose views upon great pub- 
lic questions are strictly in accord with party 
principles and fully understood by the people. 
While adhering to our time-honored custom, 
we do not specifically pledge our delegation; 
we yet declare our conviction that the best in- 
terests of the partr and of the country de- 
mand the nomination and election of Grover 
Cleveland as president, and we are confident 
that under his leadership the principles of 
democracy will again win a glorious victory.

SEAQATIONAL STORY FROM CLARKSTON 


How Little Wickliffe Nash Came to 
ge! His Death. 


THE TEACHER 18 A PREACHER, 


And Is Very Well Known Throughout 
the BState—The Coroner’s Inquest 
. . Yesterday. — 


—————— 


Clarkston, Ga., April 8 —(Special.)—A 
tragic scene was enacted at Clarkston to- 
day, and a sensational story was developed 
by it. In a:little white cottage with sweet 
honeysuckle vines clinging about the doors 
and windows, a delicate little thirteen- 
year-old boy lay cold in death. Wickliffe 
Nash was the little fellow’s name; and as 
he lay there with the sorrowing members of 
his family and little schoolmates around 
his wasted body, a coroner’s jury was being 
impaneled to investigate the cause of his 
death. 

Some time during the-early part of Feb- 
ruary little Nash received a flogging 4t 
the hands of his school teacher, Rev. W. 
H. Strickland: Since that time he has been 
steadily declining until he finally wasted 
away. He died at 7 o'clock Thursday night. 

The boy’s father and the doctors readily 
saw that his death was caused from unnat- 
ural causes and thought best to have ths 
whole evidence broug.. out in a coroner’s 
inquest. Accordingly the inquest was held. 
The evidence seems to reflect strongly upon 
Rev. Mr. Strickland, but that gentleman's 
many friends feel certain that he cannot be 
held, legally or morally, to blame for the 
boy’s death. 

What the Evidence Brought Out. 

Dr. L. H. Jones was one of the doctors 
summoned by the jury and after he and Dr. 
J. T. Carter had made a thorough examin- 
ation of the body, Dr. Jones was swor2. 

“T believe the 8th of February was the 
the first time I was called to see Wickliffe,” 
he said. “I found a considerable rising 
under his right arm and a knot on his 
shoulder that seemed to have been made 
by a blow from a stick. There were marks 
across his shoulder, these discolored to a 
deep green. They seemed to have been made 
with the same stick or one like it. I was 
unable to tell the number of licks that had 
been administered.” : 

“Was the rising caused from the licks 
across the shoulders?” questioned WSolic- 
itor John. Candler. 

‘Yes, it. undoubtedly had-its origin from 
the. bruises, These, bruises caused a rising 


that grew worse and worsé: Whe boy had 


a particularly nervous, high-strung temper- 
ament, and the severe soreness concettrated 
there and formed the rising or abscess. The 
licks might not have seriously affected a boy 
of a stronger constitution, but owing to the 
aforesaid peculiarities of the boy’s temper- 
ament, the severe whippng undoubtedly 
caused _it. Ever since then he has been 
gradually declining, and although not con- 
fined all the time, the journey down hill 
since that day has been marked and rapid, 
The abscess grew until his liver, stomach 
bowels and lastly his lungs became involved: 
yesterday a complete collapse of the lungs 
occurred .and caused his immediate death.” 
Is it your. opinion, doctor, that if the 
whipping had not occurred the boy would 
have been. alive now?” he was asked.

Railroad Receipts in South Carolina. 

Charleston, S, C.,-April 8.—(Special.)—The 
returns of all the railroads in the state for 
February, show gross earnings of $770,389 
against $873,150, for February, 1891, a decrease 
of $102,760. Thirteen of the roads show an 
increase of $27,961 in earnings over February, 
1891, and twenty-three of them atotal decrease 
of $130,721 for the same period. The largest 
increase is shown by the Southbound, a new 
road, running from Savannah, Ga., to Colum- 
bia, S. C. The largest decrease is shown by 
the Richmond and Danville system, which is 
neatly fifty-five thousand dollars short. The 
South Carolina ratiway is $26,430 short, and 
the Wilmington, Columbia and Augusta $23,- 
869.29 shott. The net decrease in total earnings 
for the eight months ending February 29, 1892, 
as compared with the corresponding months 
of 1890-91, $426,406.29. A considerable pro- 

ortion of the decrease is ascribed to the fall- 
ng off in the demand for commercial fertiliz- 
ers. The state levied a tax of 25 cents a ton 
on all commercial fertilizers sold. The figures 
show as follows: For the five months ending 
March 3ist, for 1892, tax collected $35,242, for 
1891, $54,967 deficit $19,725 or nearly eighty

The breach in the Louisiana democracy 
grows wider and deeper. 

When the recent primary was held it 
was hoped that the gubernatorial candi- 
date receiving an undoubted majority 
would be voted for by a solid democracy.

NEW YORK, April 8—The Liverpool market this 
morning was rather disappointing at the start, the 
early advance there only being about 2-644. Later, 
however, it improved and closed firm at the highest of 
the day and 4-644 above last evening’s figures. Our 
cables say that the advance would have been greater 
except for the small trade buying, which is the result 
of the labor disputes and the adoption of short time 
in some departments of the trade. Spinners, however, 
are thought to hold small stocks, and with the settle- 
ment of the labor trouble will probably become free 
buyers, In New York opening prices were 3 points 
above last evening. Then a reaction set in, and the 
lowest quotations established before 1 o’clock showed 
a decline of about 3 points compared with last even- 
ing’s figures. Then the announcement that New Or- 
leans receipts would only be 1,000 bales tomorrow, 
together with an advance in that market, resulted in a 
sharp recovery, August selling as high as 6.98 by 1:30. 
During the afternoon the market continued steady, 
the trading became more active, and under free offer- 
ings prices reacted slightly. Before the close, however, 
they reasserted themselves, and final figures were 
about the highest. of the day and 4 points above last 
evening. Interior receipts turn out only 13,700 bales 
shipments are 45,000 bales and stocks 331,000 bales;

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

OHICAGO, April 8.—The Jay Gould of the wheat 
pitat bay, a thousand wildly excited brokers almost 
literally clutching at his throat and pocket—that was 
the spectacle here todayon ’change. In the struggle 
the price of wheat was forced up 35,¢ per bushel. 
The frenzy contined long after the regular closing 
hour, and the final curb quotation recordei an addi- 
tional advance of nearly 2 cents. Edward Pardridge, 
a queer-looking little individual, who succeeded “Old 
Hutch” as the most daring grain speculator in 
Chicago, if notin the world, was the man around 
whom the crowd rayed. Pardridge’s operations of 
late have been on an enormous scale, and, while wheat 
has been nearly 25c lower for every bushel than at the 
corresponding time last year, he has been a short 
seller with a persistency wholly unparalleled. During 
the decline of the cereal to 80c on one of his mammoth 
deals, he was reputed to have won from his nuvmerous 
opponents in the market considerably over a round 
million dollars. Ina spirit of. characteristic bravado, 
be at the time inserted an advertisement In the daily 

papers offering to buy, that amount of Chicago real 
estate in small pieces. “Next day he was reported as 
having said in an interview that the goal he was aim- 
ing at was the establishment of a 75c price for wheat. 
From 80c Pardridge, with gigantic sales and aided by 
what seemed to be a remarkable chain of circum- 
stances in his favor throughout the United States 
and no lessin Europe, forced the price about hal, 
way to 75c. Before the coveted figures were reached 
the tide turned. There are shrewd suspicions that 
things were.not what they seemed, and that a few of 
the stronger speculators, with their allies in other 
Ameriean cities and abroad, were quietly shaping 
matters for Pardridge’s destruction in retaliation for 
the heavy losses inflicted on them. John Cudahy. a 
former partner of P. D. Armour, is rumored as fthe 
leader in the extraordinary anti-Pardridge campaign. 
William. Linn is also said to be prominent with 
Cudahy. the aston t was cur-

He appeared in no way worried over the big ad- 
vance, but merely exasperated at the self-willed ob- 
stinacy of the market as it kept advancing. He and 
his brokers kept tugging at the lines, but each fresh 
effort of theirs in that direction appeared 
to creates a fresh advance. Kaufman, of 
St. . Louis, started to cover about 200,000 
bushels of wheat he was short here. It was while the 
St. Louis man was swallowing his medicine that the 
price told the 8344¢ mark. Alarm spread like a prairie 
fire, and a bear panic ensucd and was in full swing with 
the shorts climbing over each other in their wild efforts 
to cover. Cables were higher, the domestic markets 
on a rampage and all cable offers made last night were 
shown to have met with acceptance; a cold wave was 
reported reaching up into Nebraska and threatening 
the more important wheat states; the Ohio state ¢rop 
report wis decidedly bad, showing a condition of 69, 
against £0° last December and indicating a crop of 
20,000,000 bushe’s less than last year, while the condi- 
tions in Indiana were not much better—all this con- 
tribute 1 to put the shorts onthe run. St. Louis and 
New York covered a vast amount of short wheat at 
about S81&c. There was heavy realizing and large 
short selling which sent the price back to 8244c. Then 
it ruled irregular for atime, and at 12 o’clock was 
about 82%c. All this time Pardridge had been a seller, 
and it was being asked in the crowd what the market 
would do if he started to buy. They had a slight in- 
dication of the probable answer to that query when 
upon the appearance of a few buying orders simulta- 
neously inthe hands of three or four commissaon 
houses, prices shot up in about ten minutes from 
83c to 842{c. It was merely suspected that Pardridge 
was the source of these orders, and that was enougb 
to start the blaze. The greatest bulge of the day was 
made shortly before the close, when there was some 
remarkable buying, which trade was again attributed 
to Pardridge trying to cover. This caused the wildest 
scene, and the May price went from 83}gc to & 4c ina 
few minutes. Some realizing put the price of May at 
84% ¢ at the close of the regular session, only to be fol- 
lowed by a subsequent big advance on the curb. By 
long odds the day in wheat was probably the hardest 
that Paydridge has ever had to face. He got a taste of 
what was coming late yesterday, when itis said he 
called margins on 1,000,000 bushels sold around 80c. He 
fought the advance today up to the last hour, but not 
with such round lots as he gave the trade on previous 
days. It was believed nearly unanimously that he 
weakened and tried to cover through unknown houses 
shortly before 10 o’clock, It was this belief that sent 
prices to 844 c, the highest point on the regular board. 
Gossip was centered exclusively on Paydridge. One 
fact else that secured mention is that the government 
report for April will appear this week. The prevail- 
ing expectation appears to be that it will indicate 
about 85 for winter wheat, compared with 96.9 a year 
ago. The demand for boats was fair, but agents were 
slow to place boats at the we decline in rates. To 
Buffalo 2\¢e for wheat and 2\4c for corn was the going 
rate. 

The corn market started strong in sympathy with 
wheat, and while there was no such excitement as in 
the wheat crowd, there was a degree of animation 
considerably more than the recent average. The 
opening prices were at 4c to jc higher and were the 
lowest of the day. May from 40%@4lce advanced to 
41'sc and held around 41‘¢¢ a greater part of the ses- 
sion.’ Near the close of the session it made an up- 
ward shoot to 4l‘gc and closed with sellers at that 
price. There was a good deal of realizing on the ad- 
vance, the shorts being the chief buyers. May was 
exchanged on even terms for round lots of cash in 
elevator.

Lamson Bros. & Co.’s Grain Letter. 
By Private Wire to A. P. Youngblood. 

CHICAGO, April 8.—Holders of all kinds of grain, 
hog products and cotton will go home tonight much 
happier than they have been for some time. The long 
looked for activity on the opening of navigation seems 
to be at hand, and a very sharp advance jall along the 
line is the result. The domestic and foreign demand 
for wheat is very large and receipts comparatively 
light. The result has been an advance of near 4 cents 
per buzhel from yesterday’s close. 

Undountedly a part of the advance was caused by 
the very backward condition of a great portion of the 
spring wheat region. The preparation of the ground 
last fall for spring wheat seeding was a very light 
acreage. The spring weather has been very unfavor- 
able for seeding, and now comesa cold wave to fur- 
ther retard the already late planting. It is quite 
probable that the views of holders will not be met by 
exporters yery readily after such an advance as we 
have had today, and may cause some reaction tomor- 
row or perhaps the fore part of next week. 

Receipts of corn very light; market strong; demand 
good, with an advancing tendency. Oats firm; offer- 
ings light. 

Hog products firm with a good demand, but rather a 
light speculative interest. Traders are looking to- 
wards wheat or cotton, which gives promise of better 
results for investment. 

It was reported from good authority that there are 
very light stocks of woolen goods throughout Europe 
and America.

Cotton Oil Company in a 
New Shape. 


IT 18 NOW ORGANIZED BY STATES. 


The Georgia Cotton Oil Company Char- 
tered Yesterday—The Officers 
and the Plan. 


The American 


Another step in the march of consolida- 
tion was made yesterday when the supreme 
court of Fulton county granted a charter 
for the Georgia Cotton Oil Company, with 
a@ capital stock of $700,000. : 

About eight years ago the public was as 
tonished at the rapidity with which nearly 
all the cotton oil mills in the south were 
captured and put under control of one gi- 
gantic ‘syndicate, known as the American 
Cotton Oil Trust. 

_This corporation proceeded upon a plan 
similar to that by which Rockefeller built 
up the Standard Oil Company, and the 
Similarity in methods made people think 
the two concerns had some connection. For 
a while the big trust had things all its own 
way, and loud outcries were heard against 
the tactics by which mill after mill was 
drawn into the comifination. Finally 
there was opposition and the Southern Cot- 
ton Oil Company was organized. The 
wheel of fortune took another turn and for 
a long time the American Cotton Oil Com- 
pany appeared to be very much under the 
weather. After the matter had dragged 
along for quite a while a reorganization 
was effected and the company got upon a 
better basis. | 

Now appears another step in the consoli- 
dation. This is one of form rather than 
ownership. For the purposes* of economy 
in management, the 120 mills owned by the 
American Cotton Oil Company are being 
merged into new corporations, all the mills 
in each state going into one company. In 
this way the mills in every state but Geor- 
gia and South Carolina have been reorgan- 
ized, and now the six cotton oil mills of 
Georgia are being merged into one eorpora- 
ation, under the newly granted charter of 
the Georgia Cotton Oil Company. 

These six mills are: 

The Atlanta Cotton Seed Oil mills. 

The Rome Oil Mill and Fertilizer Com- 
pany. 

The Augusta Cotton Oil Company. 

The Macon Oil and Fertilizer Company. 

The Albany Oil and Fertilizer Company. 

The Muscogee Oil Mill Company. 

These mills represent nearly seven hun- 
dred thousand dollars of property, and will 
be under one management with headquar- 
ters in Atlanta. The oflicers are: T. R. 

Qheny, New York, president; M.Frank, 
Atlanta, vice president; Justus E. Ralph, 
New York, treasurer; R. T. Munro, New 
York, secretary; W. J. Montgomers; At- 
lanta, first assistant secretary and first as- 
sistant treasurer.

The mills are 
now carrying over a great deal of stock, 
because of the decrease in the demand for 
fertilizers. The Atlanta mill alone carries 
over forty thousand dollars of products, 
including 2,000 tons of cotton seed meal, 
which is half the meal made during the 

st year.

A Case in Which a Well-Known Atilantian

It is the case of the Atlanta Glass Com- 
pany against the Niagara Falls Insurance 
Company, in which the former sues the lat- 
‘ter for the recovery of $2,250, the amount 
of insurance policy. A great mass of evi- 
dence was introduced, but it all tended to 
the establishment of one point. 

The Atlanta Glass Company seeks to es- 
tablish the fact that Mr. Mark Berry was 
the agent of the Niagara Falls Insurance 
Company. Qn the other hand the Niagara 
Falls Insurance Company is trying, to prove 
the fact that Mr. Mark Berry was not its 
agent but was the agent of the Alanta 
Glass Company. 

So it will be seen that there is a wide 
difference between the gentlemen as to the 
facts in the case. 

The Atlanta Glass Company alleges that 
Mr. Mark Berry was instructed by Dr. J. 
W. Rankin, president of the Atlanta Glass 
Company, to secure policies in several com- 
panies of an aggregate value of several 
thousand dollars. That he, as agent of 
the Niagara Falls Insurance Company, 
secured a policy in that eompany for $2,- 
250 for the glass company. ‘That after this 
policy had been allowed to run. for quite a 

eriod of time, Mr. Berry was instructed 

y Dr. Rankin to have it canceled. But 
he did not do so at once, and before he did 
do so the glass works were destroyed by 
fire. This, it is claimed, left the Niagara 
Falls Insurance Company liable for the 
amount of insurance named in the policy. 

The Niagara Falis Insurance Company 
wants to prove that as a matter of fact Mr. 
Mark Berry was not their agent,that he 
had been instructed by Dr. Skankin to have 
the policy of the company canceled and 
duplicated in another company; that. the ac- 
tions of Mr. Berry were not binding on it 
as he was not its recognized agent. 

’ Mr. Berry, who could throw some light 
on the matter, is not allowed to testify, as 
the gentleman with whom his transactions 
were made is dead, Dr. Rankin. 

The hearing of the evidence in the case 
occupied Thursday and yesterday. The ar- 
gument will be concluded on Monday.
